A large 
platter of steaming maccaroui was soon pre- 
sented them, and with wolf-like greediness they 
began operations, using the most primitive im- 
plements of warfare, their bard, filth and sun- 
browned fists, Their eyes started from their 
sockets, their veins swelled, and every muscle 
in their faces trembled with excitement. They 
crammed the hot maccaroni-into their mouths 
in the greatest haste, each anxious lest his 


The first platter emptied of its contents, the 
wine, most disgusting stuff to refined or delicate 
taste, but nectar’ to them, soon disappeared. [ 
We thought it would be imprudent to allow 
the old man and boy to continue this kind of 
warfare, so destructive to the digestive organs, 
but made a contract with the young man, by 
which he agreed to eat half the original quanti- 
ty or pay for the whdle. With these condi- 
tions in view, he began his Fork with a zeal 
and energy worthy of a better cause, and 
stopped not even a moment to rest his jaws, or 
recover breath, until the platter was licked and 
scraped of every particle of its contents. Dur- 
ing this interesting performance we held our 
sides to repress our risibilities, and our jaws 


lips, collected around the door, and enjoyed the 
scene even as much as we; but now and then. 
one might have observed that a pang of jealousy 
mingled with their enjoyment. Between the 
courses, they signified their desire to be partici- 
pators in the entertainment, by word as well as 
by gesture.

another, we hastesed away, congratulating ou” 
selves on our escape from their persecutions. 
They soon discovered our track, however, and 
followed us at fall speed, This time we adopted 
another plan, scattering money as far as possi- 
ble, and while they were hunting for coins that 
might possibly have found their way into divers 
holes and beneath sundry stones, we ran to the 
depot.
